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A Terrifying Outlook 


The strike of the coal miners in Al- 
berta and British Columbia fields is bad 
news for everybody. It has stopped pro- 
duction on the eve of winter, with sup- 
plies already so low that they were being 
rationed by a dealer’s priority system. No 
one needs to be told that a menace hangs 
over the whole prairie and Pacific coast 
region as a result. And since lessened pro- 
duction in United States fields, coupled 
with transportation and financial difficul- 
ties, makes Ontario largely dependent up- 
on Alberta coal, the situation has the as- 
pect of a national emergency; imminent, 
and bound to cause harship and distress in- 
definitely serious should the tie-up con- 
tinue. 

That it should be allowed to continue 
is impossible. The nation must not be left 
without fuel in winter time. One way or 
another, means will have to be taken to 
get production resumed and carried on 
without future interruption. That is the 
all-important matter; how it is done is 
of less consequence. Arguments about the 
justice of the miners’ demands or the 
propriety of their strike action will not 
keep anybody from freezing. A commis- 
sion exists to investigate the whole cir- 
cumstances, but it has suspended hearings 
because of the strike. That makes the 
blockade complete and leaves the dispute 
without promise of settlement through the 
investigators’ report. 

Delegates representing the miners are 
en route to Ottawa to discuss the Ssitua- 
tion. That is the one hopeful feature at 
present.

Good Times or Bad 


Two of the three weeks ended found 
total subscriptions to the Fifth Victory 
Loan beyond the two-third mark, but not 
enough beyond it to warrant any slacken- 
ing in the buying pace. A good deal of 
the $845,000,000 subscribed up to Satur- 
day night had been contributed by cor- 
porations, provincial governments and 
other public bodies. Pay-roll buyers were 
doing splendidly. and the armed forces 
were within fairly easy reach of their com- 
bined objective. Those classed as the 
“general public’ had not done so well, and 
were doing rather poorer than earlier in 
the campaign. It is from this quarter that 
accelerated buying is particularly needed. 

Edmonton, with three-quarters of its 
quota in hand, had done better than the 
country as a whole. But that has nothing 
to do with the case. The more money Ed- 
monton people put into the bonds, the het- 
ter this city will be prepared, if difficulties 
come, to pull through the post-war 
readjustment without widespread distress. 
The still more intimate consideration is 
that the more people in Edmonton who put 
aside ‘nest eggs’’ for themselves, the fewer 
will have trouble financing themselves 
through the dislocation period. 

Perhaps another depression will come 
along, despite plans and theories and social 
insurance schemes; nobody knows as to 
that. What is certain is that the person 
who buys a bond now will be better off for 
doing it, whether another depression comes 
or doesn’t come.

They Stand Together 


The official statement of decisions 
reached and agreements signed at the 
Moscow conference will be hailed with 
genuine satisfaction throughout the Unite 
Nations. It will be no less welcome to the 
peoples of the over-run countries; and to 
non-Nazis in Germany, non-Fascists in 
Italy and non-Tojoists in Japan it also 
carries the promise of liberation from the 
dictatorships which have fastened them- 
selves upon them. The circumstance that 
Russia is not at war with Japan is shown 
to have been duly taken into account but 
not allowed to set bounds to the applicabil- 
ity of the charter of liberty outlined in 
the agreements. 

The first effect of the conference was 
to shut the door to Hitler’s hopes to cre- 
ate dissension between Russia and 
western Allies. The response is a docu- 
mented pledge that they will make war in 
common and in co-operation until Ger- 
many surrenders unconditionally. Equally 

lain and binding is the undertaking by 

ritain. the United States and China to 
carry the war to Japan until it, too, sur- 
renders without condition. The wartime 
solidarity of the Allies in both theatres is 
thus proclaimed, put in written form, sign- 
ed and sealed. 

Not less important is the pledge that 
the four powers will stand together in 
after-war days in establishing and main- 
taining world order, and in promoting the 
creation of an international organization 
to preserve peace. It is significant, as it 
Was necessary, that this responsibility is 
assumed on behalf of the United Nations 
and of such other countries as can qualify 
as supporters of democratic principles. 
The aggressor states are not asked to help 
in setting up or maintaining machinery for 
preserving peace, as they were asked at 
the end of the former war. They are going 
to be made respect the rights of their 
neighbors whether they want to or not; 

The settlement 
is going to be dictated—and enforced.

That it 
went beyond this and reached positive de- 
cisions on the supreme question of unity 
during the war and after the war is a trib- 
ute to the good sense of the conferees, and 
a guarantee of victory and future security. 
The conference is a diplomatic defeat for 
the Axis, and a reassurance to mankind.

A private monopoly on the crea-

presents the intolerable anomaly of

| For the creation of money and 
credit is one of the cardinal privi- 
lleges of sovereignty.

the people. They have become 
mere devices for the creation of 
careers, struggles between “ins” 
and “outs.” Everyone working in 
them has to be paid one way or an- 
other, because no one will sacrifice 
time and energy for purely personal 
issues except those who are per- 
sonally interested, 

Aurelio must be defeated. Never- 
theless, his defeat, of itself, will 
mean nothing.

If individual initia- 
tive and enterprise is killed and the 
inducement of obtaining a legiti- 
mate profit from acting together in 
association is removed, as would be 
the case under state socialism, then | 
the whole basis of co-operation is 
destroyed, 


ONLY LIVESTOCK | 

Thus far I have mentioned only | 
livestock and poultry co-operatives 
There are also the wheat pool 
dairying, livestock feeder, and 
nearly 100 consumer co-operatives 
actively engaged in business in this 
province, 

I do not want to bore you with 
figures but it will interest you to 
know that for the year 1942 a total 
of 178 units reported business 
amounting to nearly $60,000,000, and 
they had assets amounting to near- 
ly $20,000,000. They had more than | 
120,000 members. More than 30 per 
cent of the creamery butter made 
in Alberta is produced by co-oper- | 


atives. 

More than 50 per cent of the 
cheese manufactured in Alberta 
comes from co-operatives, It is a 


fact, ladies and gentlemen, that all | 
producers of milk and butterfat 
are getting a greater return for 
their produce because the co-oper- 
atives are in the field, It stands to 
reason that, since the co-operatives 
have reduced the margin between | 
the raw product and the finished 
product and since the co-operatives 
are returning a greater share of 
the consumer's dollar to the pro-| 
ducers at no extra cost to the con-|

It is not 
a new economic system, but it is a 
system under which they are havy- 
ing more say in their own business, 
It is a system under which they 
are getting more for their products 
without increasing the cost to the} 
consumer. It really amounts to} 
this, that members of co-operatives 
are building a system of service 
for themselves—a kind of service} 
which they have been paying others 
to give during the past. For in- 
stance, in 1928 the gross profit on 
the production of a pound of butter 
in Alberta was seven cents, In 1941 
this had been reduced to less than 
half a cent per pound. Therefore, 
the producers are getting about 
6% cents per pound more for their 
butter, 


NO ARGUMENT 

So much for co-operation in the 
fields of the producer and con- 
sumer, There is absolutely no 
argument which can stand against 
the established proofs of experi 
ence, where co-operatives are prop- 
erly operated, the people can pro 
vide themselves with services; they 
can save money, and they can get 
for themselves a larger return from | 
the products of their labor. 

But, I have mentioned only co- 
operation in the fields of goods | 
and services, There is another very 
important sphere of co-operation 
in respect to money and credit. 

This is the very lifeblood of our 
economic organization, for control | 
of money carries with it the control 
of every aspect of economic activity 
It is in this sphere that credit 
unions operate, and though these 
co-operatives organizations do not

ple to pool the limited financial re

A BUSINESS 

Those who have made a business 
out of exploiting the money system 
in the past have always led the peo 
ple to believe that the administra- 
tion of credit matters was some- 
thing mysterious and beyond the 
understanding of the common peo- 
ple. That is being proved a fallacy 
by 125 groups of persons right here 
in Alberta. And they are but a part 
of the 1,700 credit unions in Can- | 
ada and some 12,000 in the United 
States. There are more than 5,000,-

movement on this continent today,

the movement, most of the credit | 
unions were organized in the city 
districts but during the past year, 
the rural areas have entered the 
picture in a big way so that today

For the benefit of those who do 
not understand the credit union 
and how it functions, I may explain 
briefly that if you want to organize 
a credit union, you get together a 
number of people in your district 
to study the Credit Union act, the 
standard bylaws and other literature | 


which will be supplied by the 
supervisor of credit unions, depart- 
ment of trade and industry. When 


you understand how a credit union 
is operated, you apply for a charter 
and you are then ready to pool your 
financial resources for the benefit 
of your own members in particular 
and the whole community in gen 
eral, From the pooled resources 
loans are made to members for 
provident and productive purposes 
The credit unions now operating in 
Alberta have already resulted in 
great benefit to their members, but 
if we had credit unions everywhere 
an even greater amount of good 
could be done. We have room for 
a thousand credit unions in Alberta

F.D.R. Urges 
Continuation 
Of Food Plan 


By D. HAROLD OLIVER 


WASHINGTON, Nov, 2.— (AP) 
—President Roosevelt in an ex- 
haustive review of the world food 
situation urged Congress yester- 
day to continue and increase the 
administration's $800,000,000 food 
price subsidy program to assure 
an adequate supply and prevent 
a “serious and dangerous cycle” 
of inflation in the United States. 
The president sent to the legis- 
lature the longest special message 
of his nearly 11 years in the White 
House—10,000 words. 

The message assured the people 


of the United States ‘iat there will | 


be “enough food to go around,” 
specifically nailed reports of a 
“meat famine” this winter, and de- 
clared the price support program 
is proving reasonably stfccessful in 
these two objectives: 


TWO OBJECTIVES 

Increasing production, and main- 
taining fair food prices for the 
consumer. 

“I am convinced,” the president 
said, “that to abandon our present 
policy would increase the cost of 
living, bring about demands for in- 
creased wages which would then 
be justifiable, and might well start 
a serious and dangerous cycle of 
inflation—-without any net benefit 
to anyone.” 

The president did not say how 
much money the United States 
government would need for price 
supports in 1944, but he said it 
would be more than the $800,000,000 
used this year.
